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Defense 


HE presidential campaign, as it 

grows in intensity day by day, 
challenges thoughtful minds more 
fully than any othe during the last 
elghty years. 


In the two leading contenders, 
President Roosevelt and Wendell 
L, Willkie, we have two flashing 
personalities. As the campaign pro- 
ceeds, however, thoughtful voters 
will take increasing care to see to 
it that the brilliance of neither of 
them obscures the fundamental is- 
sues at stake. 


Stripped of all other political 
questions great and small, the one 
paramount issue js, “Shall this, our 
present form of democracy, be re- 
tained or must the nation proceed 
with the avalanche speed of the 
last few years toward a highly cen- 
tralized bureaucratic government, 
having wtthin ttself the power toa 
sustain dtrelf without decixsicn on 
the part of the people?” 

It {3 apparent that men and 
wonmen everywhere sense the cru- 
celal import of this questton, 
whether they have analyzed it or 
not. And that explains the unusual 
character of the fight that. is being 
waged in behalf of Wendell L. Will- 
kle tn every state In the union. 


The Willkie Clubs have gprung 
into existence without political 
leadership or party jurisdiction. 
Their millions of members, for the 
most part, are men ahd women who 
heretofore have taken little part in 
politics. They are made up of inde- 
pendent voters, small businessmen 
and women and young people, They 
fear the effect of a Third Term, 
not because of traditions against it, 
but because of the deep-seated feel- 
ing that the American principle of 
representative government is in 
danger. 7 

But not even this historic contest 
between Willkie who would pre 
serve the American principle and 
Roosevelt who regards It as a relic 
of horse and buggy days can sub- 
merge another constant thought 
that is in the mind of every Amert- 
can citizen: “Will America get into 
the war?” 

Abhorrence of war is as deep- 
rooted In American life as the com- 
mon love for liberty. In casting his 
vote on Election Day, each voter is 
going to ask himself which candi- 
date is most Ifkely to avotd war. 
Both have said they do not want 
war. 

Very lefinitely the American pub 
lic has decided that the only real 
security against war its in armer 
defense so invincible that no power 
will dare atack us. In times of great 
crisis, the people have always been 
moved to rely wjth hopeful hearts 
upon thefr government. Now they 
are sorely perplexed. They have 
questioned little, if any, of the bil- 
lions of dollars that have been ap- 
propriated. They remember that war 
clouds have been hanging heavy on 
the horizon for more than a year, 
They have accepted with traditional 
patriotism a law conscripting their 
young men. Nevertheless, they know 
battles Yannot be fought by men 
alone without guns and airplanes. 

Something seems to be wrong at 
Washington. With all appropriations 
avallable for production, purchase 
and expansion of armaments, prog- 
ress is slow, As late as October Ist, 
it was found that the army and navy 
together have only about 600 planes 
suitable for first-line fighting. The 
remainder are training-ships or air- 
planes of secondary importance. At 
the present rate of progress, some 
reliable sources estimate that we 
will have no more than a thousand 
additional first-line planes by Janu- 
ary Ist, 1942. The Army had as of 
Oct. 1 of this year, only about 600 
tanks and one half of them are ob- 
solete. It had 372 anti-aircraft guns, 
only one of which is of an approved 
modern type, and that ss not enough 
to defend one city. 

Voters, therefore, are asking 
themselves: “Can we trust the pres- 
ent red tape and slow-moving bureau 
control to get action and to get it 
quickly, jr, in the light of past 
failures, {s not speedy, efficient 
arming by tbe present administra- 
tion merely a forlorn hope?” 

Upon rapid production of imple- 
ments of war, rests the hope of 
American fathers and mothers for 
the protection of their homes and the 
safeguarding of their sons now to be 
inducted into military service.

Following a two-year Gubernator- 
ial administration in which econ- 
omy was stressed, Mr. Saltonstall 
is seeking another term. Descen- 
dant of Sir Richard Saltonstall, 
one of the founders of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colony, the Governor 
has been in politics 20 years. In 
1920 he was eeleted to the Newton 
Board of Aldermen, after which he 
became Assistant District Attorn- 
ey. His long service in the Massa- 
chusetts House of Representatives 
started in 1923 and was completed 
in 1936. From 1929 to 1936 he 
was Speaker of the House. He 
was graduated from Harvard Uni- 
versity in 1914 and from Harvard 
Law School in 1917. 


Lieut.-Governor—Republican 


Braintree: Like many other major 
state offtce holders, Mr. Cahill fol- 
lowed the Legislative trail, start- 
ing as a member of the Massachu- 
sets House of Representatives in 
1929. In, 1938, he was elected 
Lieut. Governor, after completing 
his 10-year House service with a 
two-year term as Speaker. He was 
graduated from Tufts College and 
Northeastern University Law 
School. 


Secretary of State—Republican | 


Frederic W. Cook, Somerville: 
He is completing his 20th year as 
Secretary of State. Perhaps his; 
greatest political feat was his vic- | 
tory in 1984 in the face of the 
Democratic sweep of the other five 
major state positions.
